From the best in- 
formation we are able to obtain to- 
bacco brought fair to good prices, 
most of the weed going to specula- 
tors. Low grades and medium red 
tobaccos were lower than last year 
but good, colory tobacco sold well, 
some baskets bringing 55 and 61 
cents. The general average of the 
■ales is reported nt about 2fi cents 
for all sold. It is not believed thnt 
there will be any material change in 
grade prices until all factory buy- 
ers are on the floors.

Washington, D. 0.— (Special.)— Ac- 
cording to n report made to the United 
States Public Health Service, the epi- 
demic of influenza In Spain has al- 
rendy caused an Increase In the preva- 
lence and deaths from pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. A similar association be- 
tween influenza and tuberculosis was 
receutly made by Sir Arthur News- 
holme, the chief medical officer of the 
English public health service. In his 
annlysls of the tuberculosis death rate 
la England. 

In order that the people of the Unit- 
ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service has Just Issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe- 
cial precautions at the present time. 
"Experience seems to Indicate," says 
the Surgeon General, "that persons 
whose resistance' has been weakened 
hy an attack of Influenza are peculiar- 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. With 
millions of Its people recently affected 
with Influenza this country now of- 
fers conditions favoring the spread of 
tuberculosis." 

One Million Consumptives In the 
United States: 

"Then you consider this a serious 
menace?" was asked. "In my opinion 
It is, though I hasten to add It Is dis- 
tinctly one against which the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis In the United 
States. There is unfortunately no 
complete census available to show ex- 
actly the number of tuberculosis per- 
sons In each state despite the fact that 
most of the states have made the dis- 
ease reportable. In New York city, 
where reporting has been In force for 
many years, over 35,000 cases of tu- 
berculosis are registered with the De- 
partment of Health: Those familiar 
with the situation believe that the ad- 
dition of unrecognleed and unreported 
cases would make the number nearer 
60,000. The very careful health sur- 
vey conducted during the past two 
years In Framlughnm, Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis In a popula- 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
proportions hold true for the United 
States as a whole they would Indicate 
that about one In every hundred per- 
sons Is tuberculous. Each of these 
constitutes a source of danger to be 
guarded against." 

What to Do. 

In his statement to the pubHc Sur- 
geon Genera^ Bine points out how 
those who have bad Influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo- 
sis. "All who have recovered from ln- 
lluenzn," says the Surgeon General, 
"should huve their lungs curefully ex- 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fuct, it Is deslruble to have several ex- 
aminations niude a month apart. Such 
examinations cannot bo made through 
the clothing nor can they be curried 
out l'i two or three minutes. If the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber- 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air." 

Danger Signs. 

The Surgeon General warned espe- 
cially against certain danger signs, 
•uch as "decline" and "cold* which 
bang on." 

These, he explained, were often the 
beginning of tuberculosis. "If you d<> 
not get well promptly, If your cold 
seems to hung on or your health anil 
strength decline, remember thut these 
are often the early signs of tuberculo- 
sis. Place yourself at once under the 
care of a competent physician. Tuber- 
culosis Is curable In the early stages.

WAR AIDS CHINESE INDUSTRY. 

The European war and consequent 
CCHttioP of imports of German ani- 
line dyes is bringing about a revival 
of China's ancient industry of in- 
digo making. China's fondness for 
this color has earned for her the 
name of the Land of the Blue Gown 
and for centuries she colored her 
enormous quantities of imported 
cloth with he* own indigo, which, 
little by little, was supplanted by the 
German aniline dyes. Now that the 
German stock has been exhausted, 
however, the native dye workers are 
again at work to such an extent that 
the production of 1916 was six times 
as great as that of 1914. In 1916, 
ln.~iiles enormous quantities for na- 
tive use, China exported more than 
$2,000,000 worth to foreign coun- 
tries. Indigo growing is especially 
adapted to the Yangtze valley and 
southern China. The color is ex- 
tracted by soaking the leaves in hot 
water and beating the pulp.

NEW REDRYING PLANT 

The buildings, botli in course of 
construction and contemplation hnve 
a very favorable indication of a 
healthy growth for Mt. Sterling. 
Among the number of buildings of 
importance is the Mt. Sterling To- 
bacco Redrying nnd Storage Co. 

The plant proper, including all 
modern and up-to-date machinery, 
represents a cost of $80,000, and is 
Iocatdd on the line of the C. & O. 
R. R., opposite the plant of the Star 
Planing Mill Co. The redrying 
department is built of brick nnd has 
a floor space of 28,000 square feet 
and will be operated by a 40-horse 
power engine and a 150-horse power 
I boiler. The redrying department 
I has a daily capacity of 75,000 
pounds. The distributing depart - 
l ment hns a floorape of 19,000 
square feet and the stornge depart- 
ment will occupy a flooragc of 8,000 
square feet, an aggregate of 55,000 
square feet.

partment nnd this space will be 
concreted nnd the drivewnys from 
the street will also be concreted.

With food the t'nlted States mn<le 
it possible for the forcea of democ- 
racy to hold out to victory. To Insure 
democracy In the world, we 
tlnue to live simply In 
•nay supply these liberated nations of 
Kurope with food. Hunger amonn a 
triple Inevitably breeds anarchy. 
American food must complete th* work 
of making the world safe for democ- 
racy. 

Last yenr we sent 11.«20.ono tons of 
food to Europe. For the present yenr. 
with only the European Allies to feed,, 
we hud originally pledged ourselves to 
a program that would have Increased 
our exports to 17 .50O.000 tona. Now, 
to feed the liberated nut lona, we will 
have to exi»ort a total of not less than 
. i .m.. us i ions— practically the limit 
of loading capacity at our port*. He- 
viewing the world food situation, we 
find that some foods will be obtainable 
in quantities sufficient to meet all 
world needs under a regime of eco- 
nomical consumption. On the other 
hand, there will be marked world 
shortages In some Important coiuuj.hII- 
tiea. 

Return to Normal Bread Losf. 

With the enlarged wheat crops 

which American farmers have grown, 
u ml the supplies of Australia, the Ar- 
gentine and oth<T markets now acces- 
sible to shipping, there are bread 
grains enough to enable the nations to 
return to their normal wheat loaf, 
provided we continue to mill Hour at 
a high percentage of extraction and 
maintain economy ill eating and Uie 
avoidance of waste. 

In tats there will bo n heavy sbnrt- 
age — about S.UOO.ll'IO.lKW pounds — ,n 
pork products, dairy product* nnd 
vegetable oils. While there will be 
shortage of about three million tons 
in rick protein feeds for dairy a,sil- I 
mals, there will he sufficient supplies 
of other feedstuff* to allow economical 
consumption. 

In the mutter of beef, the world's 
supplies ure limited to the capacity of 
the available refrigerating ships. The 
supplies of beef In Australia, the Ar- i 
gentlnc and the United States are stf- 
flcient to load these ships. There will 
be a shortage in the importing coun- 
tries, but we cannot hope to expand 
exports materially for the next months 
In view of the bottle neck in trans- 
portation. 

We will have a sufficient Rupply of 
sugar to allow normal consumption In 
this country If the other nation* re- 
tain their present short rations or In- 
crease them only slightly. For the 
countries of Europe, however, to In- 
crease their present rations to a ma- 
terial extent will necessitate our shar- 
ing a part of our own supplies with 
them. 

Twenty Million Ton* of Food. 

Of the world totul, North America 
will furnish more than 00 per cent. 
The I'nlted Stutes. Including the West 
Indies, will be called upon to furnish 
J0,000,<i0 , > tons of food of all kinds us 
compared with our pre-war export* of 
about ti,UUU,UUi) tolls. 

While we. will be able to change our 
program In many respect*, even a 
CWMWl survey of the world supplies 
in com purl sou to world demands shows 
conclusively thut Europe will know 
fuinine unlebs the American people 
bring their home consumption down 
to the barest minimum thut will inulu- 
tuln heulth and strength. 

There ure conditions of famine in 
Kurojie that will be beyond our power 
to remedy. There are 40,000,000 peo- 
ple in North Uusslu whom there I* 
small chunce of reuchtng with food 
this winter. Their truii*i>ortution Is 
demoralized In complete unarchy, and 
shortly many of their port* will he 
frozen, even if luteruul transport 
could be realized. 

To Preserve Civilization. 
At this moment Oennuny haa not 
ulone sucked Uie food and uulmul* 
from all those masse* of jieople «he 
ha* dominated and left atarvlng, but 
she has left behlud her a total wreck- 
age of social Institutions, and thl* 
muss of people 1* now confronted with 
absolute unarchy.

American Nation Maintained Al- 
lied Loaf Through Self- 
Denial at Home Table. 



AVERTED EUROPEAN DESPAIR 



Remarkable Lack of Simple Knowl- 
edge Shown in Experiment Which 
Caused Man's Death. 

On June 22, 1774, at Plymouth, 
England, a man named John Day 
lost his life in a manner singularly 
exhibiting the great ignorance of the 
simplest physical facts which pre- 
vailed at the period. Day fancied he 
had perfected a plan by which he 
could remain below water, at any 
depth, and without any communica- 
tion with the air, for at least twenty- 
four hours; returning to the surface 
whenever he thought proper. 

His machine was merely a water- 
tight box, attached to old metal by 
means of screws. After entering the 
box, and closing the entrance, the 
vessel was sunk. Day was provided 
with a bed, a match, a ta]>er and a 
bottle of water, The contrivance 
was his tomb through want of knowl- 
edge now possessed by every child.

Rut last year the tale wns different. 
Only by the greatest possible saving 
MM sacrifice were we nble to keep a 
steady stream of wheat and tlonr mov- 
ing across .the sea. We found our- 
selves at the beginning of the harvest 
year with nn unusually short crop. 
Even the most optimistic statisticians 
figured that we had n bare surplus of 
30*000,000 bushels. And yet Europe 
was facing the probability of a bread 
famine — and In Europe bread Is by far 
the most important article in the diet. 

All of this surplus had left the 
country early In the fall. By the first 
j of the year we had managed to ship a 
little more than 50,000,000 bushels by 
practicing the utmost economy at 
Inane — by wlieatless days, whcatless 
meals, heavy substitution of other 
cereals uud by sacrifice at almost 
every meal throughout the country. 

In January the late Lord Ithonddn, 
th.ii British Food Controller, cabled 
that only if we sent an additional ".">,- 
006,000 bushels before July 1 could he 
take the responsibility of assuring his 
people that they would be fed.

About 
the judges of courts of justice should be thrown an impregnable 
barrier to political favor or political domination. Courts can and 
must stand only upon the basis of unswerving justice nnd the pro- 
tection of life and property of rich and poor, white and black, alike. 
I fnvor the election of judges without regard to political affiliation 
and for a law making a judge of a court ineligible for any office 
other than judge for a period of at least four years after his term 
as such judge shall have expired. 

EXTENSION OF PUBLIC HIGHWAYS 
I give full approval to the great work which has been done by 
the State Road Department toward the improvement of public 
roads. I favor laws looking to better roads nnd more of them. No 
state in the union has ns much to expect from the development 
nnd extension of its highways ns has Kentucky. Good roads are 
fundamental necessities, they stimulate unity nnd activity, educa- 
tional, religious, nnd industrial progress. 

DEVELOPMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND A -BLUE 

SKY" LAW 

F&r states like Kentucky arc so lavishlv endowed with natural 
resources. We have more conl than Pennsylvania, and our forests, 
our mineral and oil lands promise great wealth to the counties con- 
tnining these rich deposits of mineral and oil. I am interested in 
laws that will invite capital to promote the rapid development of 
our varied and immeasurable natural resources. 

At the snme time I fnvor ric/id restriction on the sale of secur- 
ities and declnre for a "Blue Sky" law for the protection of the 
'investor that will prevent legalized robbery and the scientific plun- 
der of the public. 

PUBLIC HEALTH 

I shall be friendly to every honest effort to secure happiness 
and health to the people of Kentucky. My service as a member of 
the Kentucky Tuberculosis Commission brought me to a full realiza- 
tion of the ravages of this dread plague upon mv people. I shall 
cheerfully co-operate with the County Health and Welfare Leagues 
and all other properly constituted health authorities in obtaining 
legislation for the betterment of living conditions, enre of those 
afflicted, for the promotion of sanitation, and improvement in the 
public health. 

PROTECTION OF LABOR 

I shall urge provision for the safety of laborers in the shop 
and mine. I believe .in the extension and enlargement of the pow- 
ers of the Railroad Commission, especially ns to their authority to 
order the use of all modern nnd nnn/oved safety appliances for 
the protection of the life of the road's employes. I believe in the 
"Dignity of Toil" nnd in the right of the wage earner to organize 
for the protection of his wnges nnd the improvement of his labor 
conditions. I appreciate that labor and capital cannot exist one 
without the other, that they must grow into a more thorough co- 
operation. The laboring man will always find in me friendly coun- 
sel nnd ready assistance, never advising an nnfair advantage of his 
employer. I favor a Child Labor Law. My conscience could not 
he satisfied with a law that would permit the young citizens of 
this Commonwealth to be exploited for commercial gain nt the cost 
to them of health nnd all opportunitv for education. 

CONCLUSION 

I believe a public officer is only a servant of the people. At 
no time shall I permit n personal desire or a purely personal opinion 
to guide me adverse to the expressed desire of those whom I have 
the honor to serve. My views on uiattt-r* of grave concern <h:\ll be 
subservient always to the wishes of my oonstitutents. It is quite 
impossible here to set forth in detail my position on these impor- 
tant measures, but you shall never find me without the courage of 
conviction and I shall welcome the opportunity to make known in 
clear and unmistakable terms my full position on auy question nt 
any time. 

For three years I have served as the Democratic member of trie 
State Election Commissioners. As such the duty of appointing 
County Klectiou Commissioners has developed upon me. I have 
attempted there to do my full duty without regard to factions in 
the party. The records will show that I appointed in many eoun- 
es men known to belong to the so-called "Beckham faction." while 
l others I uppointed members of the so-enjled "Stanley faction." 
1 hope and believe Hint neither faction longer exists in Keutueky 
and I am a candidate of neither. If elected to the office I seek I 
shall never know the former factional alliance of a sitting Senator 
when considering his exact fitness to membership of the important 
committees in the Senate. 

Words without deeds are nothing, nnd words betrayed by deeds 
are worse than nothing. If, iu your purtiulity, I shall find ea our- 
agement and hope for my aspirations I shall he ever mindful from 
the bottom of a grateful heart and shall evidence my gratitude by 
assiduous application to the duties of my office. With no political 
record to defend, hut with one yet to be made, I shall strive ever 
to make sure that mv every official act and that my every official 
word will stand four" square iu the light of your painstaking scru- 
tiny. 

Believing that as Lieutenant Governor and President of your 
Senate, I can reuder material service in writing into law the meas- 
ures and reforms I have declared for, I respectfully solicit your 
support, pledging myself to consecrate my mind and heart, every 
energy I possess and every resource at my command, to the per- 
formance of every duty, to the fulfillment of every pledge, and to 
the keeping of every promise. 

Service shall be the keynote of my administration of the high 
office I seek. I desire only to serve a great, united and triumphant 
party whose policies and whose purposes I love. And now, to you 
in whose partiality I have plueed abiding faith, I submit my claims, 
my hopes, and my desires.

He gave a fish dinner 
to several hundred women in a Mas- 
snchusctts town, using a little-known 
variety that must be frozen to be 
marketed successfully. Most of the 
wi.nien who attended said it wns 
hard for them to believe that frozen 
Bah could be so delicious. Now they 
are regular buvirs of this class of 
fish — in fact, the consumption of 
this one variety doubled in New 
England as a result of telling the 
housewife what she had been miss-

for saving.

intist Explains Insensibility of Hu- 
man Organlam to an Uncommon 
Sort of Injury. 

That a high-speed bullet may 
pierce s man and cause him bo lit- 
tle pain that he is unconscious of his 
wound has long been known. A 
slower bullet would cause consider- 
able pain and shock. Dr. George W. 
Crile finds an explanation of this 
and similar phenomena in his re- 
searches in the evolution of actions 
and responses. The evolution of or- 
gans has been pretty thoroughly 
worked out, but the evolution of 
functions of organs is a new thing. 

During the long course of develop- 
ment of man and his ancestors swift 
piercing and laceration such as in- 
flicted by a high-speed bullet were 
not encountered, and hence no pain 
reaction against them would evolve, 
while slow lacerations were most, 
common, and the usefulness of be- 
ing conscious of them in the keen 
way of pain is most evident. 

Such is the insensibility of the 
human or^aniFin to an uncommon 
aort of injury thnt, according to D<c 
tor Crile, 'a device of exquisitely 
sharp knives driven at superlative 
high speed might cut the body to 
pieces without causing any pain 
whatever."

Washington, D. 0.— With the 
ence of the epidemic of Influenza the 
attention of health officers la directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large number 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
season. According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon Oenernl of the United Statea 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health Instructions. 

"The present epidemic," said Sur- 
geon General Wue, "has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
mny go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic Is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, ninny of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be dnnger spots to be gnnrded 
against." The SUrgeon General likened 
the present situation to thnt after a 
great Ore, snylng, "No fire chief who 
understnnds his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as aoon 
as the flames nnd visible fire have dis- 
appeared. On the contrary, he con- 
tinues the wnter for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there Is dnn- 
ger of the Are rekindling from smol- 
dering embers." 

"Then yon fear another outbreak of 
Influenza?" he was asked. "Not neces- 
sarily another large epidemic," snld 
the Surgeon General, "but unless the 
people lenrn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pny a henvy death toll from pneumo- 
nia and other respiratory discuses. 
• 

Common Colda Highly Catching. 

"It Is encouraging to observe that 
people nre beginning to lenrn that or- 
dinary coughs and colds nre highly 
catching 'Cud nre spread from person 
to person by means of droplets of 
germ Inden mucus. Such droplets are 
sprayed Into the air when careless or 
Ignornnt people cough or sneeze with- 
out-covering their mouth and nose. It 
Is also good to know that people have 
learned something nbout the value of 
fresh air. In summer, when people 
are largely out of doors, the respira- 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo- 
nia, etc.) are Infrequent; In the fall, 
as people begin to remain Indoors, the 
respiratory diseases Increase; In the 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
In badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory dtseuses become very 
prevalent 

8ultable Clothing Important 

"Still another factor In the produc- 
tion of colds, pneumonia and other re- 
spiratory diseases Is carelessness or ig- 
norance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during the seasons when 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
in warm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
what Is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed In order to be 
comfortably warm. This Is a very In- 
jurious practice. 

Could Save 100,000 Lives. 

"I believe we could euslly save one 
hundred thousand lives annuully In 
the United States If all the people 
would adopt the system of fresh air 
living followed, for example, In tuber- 
culosis sanatoria. There Is nothing 
mysterious about It — no specific medi- 
cine, no vaccine. The important thing 
Is right living, good food and plenty Of 
fresh air. 

Droplet Infection Explained In Pictures. 

"The Bureau of Public Health, 
Treasury Department, has Just Issued 
a striking poster drawu by B*S I JIIISIl, 
the well-known Washington cartoonist. 
The poster exemplifies the modern 
method of health edacation. A few 
years ago, under similar circumstances, 
the health authorities would have is- 
sued an ofhVinl dry but scientifically 
accurate bulletin teaching tht role of 
droplet infectTou In the spread of re- 
spiratory diseases The only ones who 
would have understood the bulletin 
Would have been those who already 
knew all about the subject The men 
In the street, the plain citizen and the 
many millions who toil for their living 
would have had no time and no desire 
to wade- through the technical 
ology.'i

Process of Evolution Not Felt by the 
Blond Eskimos Dwelling in 
Northwest Canada. 

The Blond Eskimos are in the 
state of civilization that our ances- 
tors enjoyed when dinosaurs roamed 
about the fields where Chicago 
stands, and mastodons peacefully 
curled up to sleep where the nation- 
al capitol now rises. They are a 
nomadic tribe, wandering along the 
arctic shores of northern Canada, 
minding their own affairs, except, 
like the animals in the zoo, when 
they are fed or annoyed by strangers. 

'Way up in the northwest of Can- 
ada, around Dolphin and Union 
straits to Coronation gulf, live tho 
mysterious Blond Eskimos of whom 
so little is known except to the few 
who have had the temerity to go 
among them. The murder of Fa- 
thers Larus and Rouvler in 1914 by 
two of these etrange people, who ate 
the prists' livers and pronounced 
them Nery goodj" bears testimony 
to their savagery. 

The Instincts of these Blond Es- 
kimos are as primitive as those of 
prehistoric cavemen ; thero is noth- 
ing in their arts and crafts which 
reflects civilization in any form. 

They represent several roving 
tribes who live along the arctic 
shores of northwestern Canada. In 
winter they make their houses in the 
ice, and in summer they go farther 
south to the Barren Lands, to get 
feathers, willow, moss, caribou and 
river fish. Their customs and cos- 
tumes are unlike those of the Green- 
land, Alaskan or Delta

"When Hnrry Rogers landed in 
France be hunted up the divisional 
secretary of the 89th and asked 
whnt he could do to be of service 
nt once." 

"'Well,' tho secretary, who was 
pretty busy, replied, "there's a car 
of merchandise there that needs un- 
londing. You can help with thnt.' 

."Doctor Rogers went to work, 
and worked that day and far into 
the night, unloading stuff for the 
men. The next day he was given 
free range in earning his religious 
work throughout the division, in the 
way he considered best. 

"Rogers found his boys all right, 
and stayed with them. For five days 
and nights, during that tremendous 
drive, under continuous shell fire, 
he made and served hot cocoa to 
the men. It was his privilege to es- 
tablish the first canteen in the 
drive. Just before the beginning of 
that drive on September 12, he held 
a special communion service for the 
men of the division, and baptized 
two of them. 

"Ho was transferred from his be- 
loved 80th," Doctor Jenkins stated, 
"only because his physical condition 
did not permit his continuing longer 
in the fine work he was doing." 

Doctor Rogers will return to this 
country early in December, and fill 
his pulpit here, December 15."

Reducing Consumption People of 
he United 8tates Averted a 
Famine at Home In Spite 
of Low Supplies. 



The fact that the people of the 
I'nlteil Slnlcs were nlile In reduce hy 
more thun one-half,, million tons their 
July, AliKiist, fteptt-liiht-r niul (Mooer 
'consumption of stuinr proves conclu- 
sively Mint their war conscience wan 
thoroughly awakened nnd that the 
country as a whole stood rendy to fol- 
low t lie injunctions of the Government. 

Our normal consumption of sugar In 
ihe four-month period beginning with 
July lias heen 400.000 tons per month, 
a total of 1,000,000 for the quarter 
year. 

In July, when our sugnr stringency 
!icgnn to reach Its height, consumption 
was reduced to 200,000 tons. In Au- 
gust only 325,000 tons went into ills- 
trlbntlon find in September only 271),- 
000 tons. In October the distribution 
fell to 230,000 tons, 

If tbe general public had failed to 
observe the Injunctions of the Food 
Administration this country would 
have been In the throes of a sugar 
famine before tbe end of August. Our 
visible supplies were so low as to bring 
great aiiXiety to those familiar with 
the sufrar situation. They feared that 
It would be absolutely Impossible to 
reduce consumption, to a point where 
sugar would no longer be u mere lux- 
ury In the American diet. 

Few accomplishments of the Food 
Administration will stand forth so pre- 
dominantly as this reduced consump- 
tion of sugar. Hy It we have been able 
to bridge over the period of stringency 
until the new beet and Louisiana cane 
sugar crops w^re In sight. 

Now the nation Is In a position so 
that If we choose we mny return to 
our normal home use of sugar, and 
Europe, with the release of ships to go 
far afield, can maintain Its recent re- 
stricted rations. If, however, those 
nations are to Increase their use of 
sugar very considerably It must be by 
our continued sharing with them 
through limiting our own consump- 
tion.
